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WORLD WAS ALMOST ON TIME Tips On Prize 
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But War Prevented U.N. Adoption Of Better Calendar 


By HENRY ©, NICHOLAS 
(CPC Correspondent) 

WASHINGTON, — The arrival of 
the new 1951 calendar serves to il- 
lustrate again the inability, so far, 
of the world to agree upon the num- 
ber of days in a month, or the length 
of an hour, a day, or a year. Man 
has been continuously changing his 
way of measuring time since the 
dawn of recorded history. 

Had it not been for the Korean 
war it is believed the United Nations 
would have recommended the adop- 
tion of a world calendar as of Dec. 
31, 1950, 

Seventeen nations, including those 
as far apart in their political views 
as Argentine, Japan, China, Austra- 
lia and Turkey, had given formal 
approval to the adoption of the 
world calendar, 

The United Nations was waiting 
for the formal approval of one of the 
major nations before recommending 
the adoption of the world calendar. 
The United States had accepted the 
invitation and a measure, which was 
being considered by the Senate, 
would have given United States ap- 
proval of the world calendar, 

The changeover could readily have 
been made this year since on Dec. 
31 the Gregorian calendar (now in 
use) and the world calendar coin- 
cide, A similar favorable opportun- 
ity will not recur until 1956. 

The ancient Hebrews did not di- 
Vide their day into hours, The day- 
time was divided into four parts. 
Later when the Hebrews came under 
the control of the Romans they fol- 
lowed the Roman policy of dividing 
the daytime into 12 hours. 

However, their hours were not like 
our hours of 60 minutes each. Their 
first hour began with the sunrise and 
the last hour ended with sunset. The 
days and thus the hours were longer 
in summer and shorter in winter. 

In Palestine the hours varied dur- 
ing the year from as little as 49 min- 
utes in the winter to as much as 79 
minutes in the summer. This was 
the first, and it proved to be an effi- 
cient, method of daylight saving 
time. 

~ In the early Nineteenth Century 
there was no standard system of 
time in North America. Most of the 
larger cities measured their own, 
time and seldom agreed with each 
other, 

In Philadelphia the time was about 
four minutes slower than in New 
York, a fact that was later respon- 
sible for an unending stream of 
vaudeville jokes. 

It was not until 1830 that the pres- 
ent four time zones, Eastern, Cen- 
tral, Mountain and Pacific, were rec- 
ognized, 

Observatories measures our time 
from the sun and it is known as solar 
time. For our purpose solar time is 
excellent, but it is not accurate. 

The only accurate measurement of 
time, and even this is questioned by 
science, is sidereal time, which is the 
time used by astronomers. Sidereal | 
time is based on the movements of 
the sun, moon and earth in relation! 
to one another and the stars. 

Our solar time is about one-quar-

Our calendar consists of months 
that vary in length from 28 to 81 
days, thus providing four varieties 
of months. But on consulting the 
Nautical Almanac we find there are 
five kinds of months and not one of 
them corresponds to the calendar 
month, 

There is no agreement as to the 
length of the “year” or the “day”. 
The Nautical Almanac lists four dif- 
ferent years which vary in length, 
the tropical, sidereal, anomalistic and 
eclipse. 

We have two lengths for the day, 
depending on whether we measure it 
as the elapsed time between two suc- 
cessive passages overhead of a star 
or of the sun,

The "Charley Horse" Nightmare 


Charley horses are possibly the 
most common of all athletic injuries, | 
particularly in sports such as hockey | 
which involve heavy body contact. | 
Many an important game has been | 
lost and many-a scoring champion- | 
ship missed because a star player | 
has been sidelined by such an injury. 
Syl Apps, famous Toronto Maple 
Leaf center, Was idled several times 
during the final two years of his ca- 
reer by charley horses, and as a re- 
sult lost two excellent opportunities | 
to win the N.H.L. scoring title. 

A charley horse is actually a bruis- | 
ed muscle, usually located in the 
front of the leg between the knee 
and the hip. The most common cause 
is hard contact with some object such 
as the toe of a boot, a goalpost or 
a knee, 

Since these muscles play an impor- 
tant part in leg movement, a charley 
horse can slow you down consider- 
ably. However, such an injury will | 
not cause nearly as much trouble if | 
it is properly treated. ee 

First, don’t nurse a charley horse. | 
Keep using it as much as you can. | 
The more walking you can do on a} 
bruised muscle, the less it will stiffen | 
up, and the faster the body can do | 
its job of healing. This is particu- 
larly important right after the in 
jury has happened, However, first | 
make sure that it is nothing more | 
than a bruised muscle, 

Do not give a charley horse hard 
rubbing or kneading. Heat is the 
best medicine. Some Analgesic Balm, 
obtainable at any drug store, can be 
made into an “Analgesic Pack”, 
which is the ideal treatment for a | 
charley horse, | 

While you are buying the balm, ? 
purchase some medicated cotton bat- | 
ten, some two inch gauze bandage | 
and some adhesive tape. Then spread 
the Analgesic Balm over the injured | 
muscle with a knife, like butter, un- 
til it is about one quarter of an inch 
thick, This layer of balm should | 
cover an area about two or three | 
inches around the actual injury. 

Now place a thick layer of cotton | 
batten on top. Bandage it firmly | 
with gauze, and fasten the pack se- 
curely with adhesive tape, This pack

Flexibility Postpones Injuries 

One way of avoiding such injuries 
as charley horses is to make your 
muscles and joints flexible and re- 
laxed, Last week I explained that 


|muscle tension is an enemy of ath- 


letic efficiency, and outlined two drills 
to develop flexibility. Here are two 
more fundamental exercises which 


will help you develop your body to 
its peak condition. 
| Ghandhi Head Touch: 

Sit on the floor with your legs | 


crossed at the ankles, Grasp your 
toes, and then pull your head forward, 
trying to touch it to the ground be- 
tween your knees. Repeat 10 times. 
If you can't get your head close to 
the floor, have someone push down 
on your shoulders, gently. This drill 
is particularly good for the ankles, 
knees, hips and lower back. 


The Back Arch: 


This general flexibility drill is de- 
signed to stretch and strengthen the 


back, an important part of the body | 
in any athletic activity, but particu- | 


larly in hockey, since it must stand 
jthe strain of hard crashes against 
the boards and contact with other 
| players. 

} Lie down on your back, and place 
the palms of your hands on the floor 


over your head with the fingers 
pointing towards your feet. Draw 
your feet towards your hips until 


they are directly under your knees. 
Now make an argh, getting your 
stomach as high in the air as you 
can. Hold this position for a couple 
of seconds, then relax, and do it 
again. Repeat this drill 10 times.

PINCH! LAKH, B.C.—The ghosts

An all-time high price for quick- 
silver may mean reopening of North 
America’s only major mercury mine 
here. 
| During the last war, Pinchi, owned 
by Consolidated Mining and Smelting 
company of Trail, B.C., was the only 
large supplier of the vital metal to 
ithe allied eause, 
| When the war ended and mercury 
prices slumped sharply, it was un- 
profitable to mine mercury from the 
big but thin-grade deposits, and the 
operation was shut down. 

Mercury, used in the manufacture 
of explosives, now ‘as hit a record 
price in world markets, Pincht may 
be reopened as the tempo of defence 
preparedness accelerates. 

Consolidated has not made any an- 
nouncement about the property but 
the company recently allocated $15,- 
000,000 for expansion projects in 
B.C. Some of this may go toward 
a new start at Pinchi.
